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Get Ready! 


If the Christmas seal sale of 1929 is 
to maintain its upward trend, bring- 
ing with it the means to finance the 
national, state and local tuberculosis 
associations of the country, two things 
are imperative; first, readiness and 
second, organization. 

As this BULLETIN goes to press, 
there are being mailed to the state 
associations quantities of the Cam- 
paign or Selling Manuals for Christ- 
mas seals. The manual for this year 
has been completely revised and de- 
serves most careful reading by every 
Christmas seal worker, even the hum- 
blest one in the ranks and files. 

The keynote of the manual is that 
selling methods should be built upon 
the analyzed experiences of 1928 and 
the years previous,”"In the composi- 
tion of lists, such factors as previous 
contributors, those who skip one or 
more years, new names, non-givers, 
etc., are most vital. Unless efforts 
are made to capitalize this experience 
much of the work for this year will 
go for naught. 

Recent studies of the Christmas 
seal sale made by a special co-nmittee, 
clearly indicate first that the size of 
the mailing list up to a maximum of 
approximately 20% of the population 
bears a direct favorable relation to 
the returns per capita from the seal 
sale and secondly that those lists that 
are most carefully graded are the 
most productive in the seal sale. 
Again and again in community after 
community, the experience of scores 
of secretaries show that where time 
has been taken to study the lists and 
to individualize the approach to cer- 
tain selected groups according to 
their ability to give, the return has 
been more than commensurate to the 
amount of effort put on the lists. 

The mere factor of size must 
again be emphasized. No community 
can hope to get an adequate return 


from the Christmas seal sale if less 
than 10% of the population is on the 
mailing list. Any list up to 20% 
and in certain communities even up to 
25%, is a safe and highly productive 
list. The returns indicate that speak- 
ing broadly a per capita return on 
approximately one half proportion of 
population on the list may be ex- 
pected. Thus, a community that has 
less than a 5% mailing list gets only 
2.1 cents per capita while a commu- 
nity with a 20% mailing list gets 8.1 
and a community with 25% and over 
gets 11.7 or more. 

Efforts directed, therefore, to the 
addition of new names even where 
these efforts are comparatively expen- 
sive in time and money for the first 
year, are amply repaid over a period 
of years in the returns received from 
the list. 

Organization in the Christmas s-al 
sale is the price of success. The 
more intensive the organization, that 
is the more people in the community 
who are actually participating in the 
seal sale in one way or another, the 
surer the success of the sale. This 
applies not merely to selling methods, 
but to publicity methods also. 

Readers of the BULLETIN who are 
interested in the seal sale should se- 
cure from their state associations at 
an early date copies of the campaign 
manual and the publicity manual for 
1929. Careful study of these two 
pamphlets will prove helpful in the 
development of the sale.

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A Unique Health Course 


Circulars descriptive of the course 
on Principles and Problems of the 
Public Health Movement, as an- 
nounced in the June issue of the 
BULLETIN are now available and will 
be sent to individuals or groups on 
request by application to the National 
Tuberculosis Association or to Co- 
lumbia University Extension. 

The course is designed to appeal 
to various groups of persons such as 


(a) Tuberculosis or public health 

workers who would like to get a 
broader view of the whole public health 
movement, not only including their own 
specialty but other fields as well. 
- (b) Social workers not in the public 
health field but interested in getting in- 
formation about the public health move- 
ment, who will find this course an easy 
way to acquire such knowledge. 

(c) Nurses, both in private practice 
and in public health are especially ap- 
pealed to, since it will give them a 
foundation for further specialization 
and will indicate possible tendencies for 
further study. 

(d) Teachers, particularly those who 
are studying in Columbia University, or 
others who would like to get a broader 
background of the field of public health. 

(e) Volunteer workers in the public 
health field, such as members of boards 
of directors, committees, etc. 

No special academic prerequisites 
will be required for this course other 
than a general interest in public health. 


This intensive course covering two 
weeks from March 3 to 15, 1930, is 
designed to give to those who take it 
a bird’s eye view of the whole public 
health movement, official and non- 
official as interpreted by the member 
agencies of the National Health 
Council. There is no other course 
quite like this in the country.

The Roll Call of the American 
Red Cross will begin on Armistice 
Day, November 11, 1929, and con- 
tinue until Thanksgiving, November 
28. For the past nine years the an- 
nual enrollment of members has been 
made during this period and the 
National Tuberculosis Association 
and its affiliated associations have con- 
ducted the seal sale immediately fol- 
lowing this pcriod. In order to con- 
tinue the reciprocal courtesy always 
existing between these two organiza- 
tions we are publishing below the 
Agreement for 1929 regarding the 
two campaigns: 


ANNUAL RoLL CALL AND THE 
CHRISTMAS SEAL SALE AGREEMENT 


1. That the American Red Cross and 
the National Tuberculosis Association 
would endeavor insofar as was practi- 
cable to prevent unnecessary overlapping. 

2. That the Chapters and affiliated as- 
sociations would again be advised that 
there was no official connection between 
the Christmas seal sale campaign of the 
National Tuberculosis Association and 
the Roll Call of the American Red Cross. 

3. That for the year 1929 the American 
Red Cross Roll Call would be held from 
Armistice Day, November 11, until 
Thanksgiving Day, November 28, and 
that the Tuberculosis Christmas seal sale 
would not begin until November 29. 

4. That the Red Cross in its publicity 
and instructions to local Chapters would 
call attention specifically to the fact that 
the Roll Call would end Thanksgiving 
Day. 

5. That the National Tuberculosis As- 


sociation would again call to the attention 
of its affiliated associations the importance 
of not launching the seal sale prior to 
Thanksgiving Day and that it would en- 
deavor to: prevent its affiliated associa- 
tions from actually selling seals prior to 
Thanksgiving Day. 

6. That the American Red Cross would 
again call to the attention of its Chapters 
the importance of not carrying on their 
campaign after Thanksgiving Day and 
that it would endeavor to prevent the 
carrying out of a Roll Call during De- 
cember. 

7. That the National Tuberculosis As- 
sociation would urge its affiliated associa- 
tions to advise volunteer workers of the 
difference between the Red Cross Roll 
Call and the Tuberculosis Christmas Seal 
campaign and that the Seal should always 
be referred to as the Tuberculosis Christ- 
mas Seal. 

8. That the National Tuberculosis As- 
sociation would advise newspapers and 
photographers that the National Tubercu- 
losis Association is engaged in selling a 
Tuberculosis Christmas Seal and that this 
seal is not a Red Cross seal. 

9. That both the American Red Cross 
and the National Tuberculosis Association 
would naturally carry on an extensive 


educational campaign from time to time. 


throughout the year and the National 
Tuberculosis Association would use every 
effort to prevent the sale of Seals prior to 
Thanksgiving; that the National Tuber- 
culosis Association would send out ma- 
terial for publicity prior to Thanksgiving, 
although the National Association could 
not always control the release of this ma- 
terial; that the affiliated associations 
might in some instances mail Seals prior 
to Thanksgiving, but that no general 
campaign for the sale of Seals should be 
undertaken until after Thanksgiving.

As an incentive to having dental 
corrections made by the school chil- 
dren of La Grange County, Indiana, 
the school nurse worked out a very 
novel plan called “Danny Dentin.” 
This consists of two charts, cut in the 
shape of a barrel, the face chart lined 
with crayon to represent the barrel, 
and fastened firmly over the other 
with nothing showing of the second 
chart except the eyes of “Danny Den- 
tin,” who is concealed in the barrel. 
The names of the pupils are written 
on the outside of the barrel and when 
every pupil in the room has had all 
dental defects corrected, the outer 
chart is removed and “Danny” is 
freed. He is a smiling, jolly indi- 
vidual with golden hair, blue eyes, 
and his body is covered with a gold 
shield carrying the legend, “This 
room is 160% dental corrections.” 


Summer Health Schools 
for Undernourished 
Children 


Under the joint auspices of the 
Los Angeles County Health Depart- 
ment and the Tuberculosis Committee 
of the Los Angeles County Public 
Health Association summer health 
schools are conducted for children 
between the ages of six and eleven 
who are undernourished or who have 
been definitely exposed to tubercu- 
culosis or other infectious diseases. 
No child actually ill is admitted, and 
only those are enrolled whose parents 
consent to attend weekly conferences. 
School buildings are used for the pur- 
pose and the children attend for the 
usual school day. They are under the 
supervision of nurses, physicians, 
dietitians, and physical therapeutists. 
Their daily program includes sun 
baths, supervised recreation, rest pe- 
riods and luncheons. Four hundred 
and fifty youngsters in sixteen schools 
received the benefits of this instruc- 
tion this past summer. The aim of 
the summer health school is to demon- 
strate the value of the work to the 
parent and to train both mother and 
child to continue the health program 
in the home so that permanent re- 
sults may be obtained. 


New Book on Tuberculosis 
Nursing 


One of the most helpful docu- 
ments for public health nurses that 
has been published in years is a series 
of two articles by Mrs. Violet H. 
Hodgson, Assistant Director of the 
National Organization for Public 
Health Nursing, which appeared in 
the April and May issues of The 
Public Health Nurse. By special ar- 
rangement with the N. O. P. H. N. 
the National Association is reprinting 
these articles in an attractive pam- 
phlet form of a size to fit the ordin- 
ary nurse’s bag. This is the kind of 
document that every public health 
nurse, no matter what her specialty, 
should have readily at hand. All 
public health nurses come at times in 
contact with tuberculosis patients. 
Mrs. Hodgson here describes what 
nurses should know and do in such 
cases,
